Next Morning ſeveral People came to ſee me before 
we went from Adwalton, Here] was kept ten Hours, 
before the Warrant came into his Houſe; and when 
the Conſtable came, he ſaid, if he had been there he 
would have prevented what G had done. 

Between Fight and Nine I went to Birſtal, to my 
Houſe ; and after I had chang'd my Cloaths, we ſet 
out for Halifax, and I was brought before the Com- 
miſſioners, who ſmil'd one at another as ſocn as they

People were ſo poor, they had not fix Seats for us to 
{it on, nor any Beds; ſo we came Back to the Officers 
Quarters, and they order'd four of us to another 
Houſe. 

Gop gave me to ſpeak plain to them, and ſeveral 
of their Neighbours, who came to ſee the Me. hodiſt. 


And they ſaid, if this be the Methodiſt Doctrine, we 


pray Good we may have it preach'd in this Town, for 
hundreds would be glad to hear you. 

In the Evening the head Man of theTown came in, 
He 1s a profeſt Papiſt, but a moral honeſt Man, and 
one who bears a good Character in his Neighbourhood, 
He aſk'd me many Queſtions, and Gop gave me to 
anſwer him to his Satisfaction. Indeed I never ſaw a 
Man of his Rank ſo teachable and ſo humble. His 
gold Lace did not make him above liſtening to the 
Goſpel, he ſeem'd a Man of ſound Reaſon, as well 
as liberal Education. I ſpoke n.ar an Hour, to 
prove the Doctrine of Juſtification by Faith; and that 
both from the old and new "Teſtament. I ſhew'd the 
Fruits of that juſtifying Faith, and the Neceſlity of every 
Man's having it, that he may eſcape the Damnation 
of Hell. The Word had ſuch Effect upon him, that 
his Eyes diſcover'd the Tenderneſs of his Heart; and, 
when I had ended, he ſaid, I think no Man in his 
Senſe; would dare to hinder you from inſtructing Sin- 
ners in the Way of Salvation: As for my Part I ſhall 
be glad to fee you at Liberty : and if you get clear of 
theſe Men, and come again this Way, I would have 
cail on me. 

I was amaz'd to fin! ſuch a Man amongſt thePapiſts, 
having met very few, either Teachers or Hearers of 
our own Church, but what hold the Papiſh Principles 
ten Times ſtronger than this Man, . ho calls himſelf 


a Papiſt. When he went away, he forc'd two Shillings 


into my Hand, which I would have return'd, telling 
him 1 recciv'd no Money, and needed none; but he 
would not take it again, ſaying he could word it and 
I might have Occahon for it on my Journey. O Gov, 


be merciful to him that gives a Cup of cold Water to 
thy Servants. |

Next Morning, at two, the Drum beat for us to 
march out of Town. By Eleven on Friday, we got to 
Northallerton ; and by Twelve, ſettled in Quarters: T 
wentintothe Market-place, and ſpoke to thoſe I found 
there, of the Way of Salvation; I hope not in vain. 
Afterwards I was ſitting alone, fad there came 2 Shop- 
keerer, and ſaid, If | would go to his Houſe, he would 
give me a Glaſs of any Liqour I pleas'd to drivkx, TI told 
him I dia not drink any ſlrong Liquor. Well but, he 
ſaid, Tdefire your Company, if you pleafe, f for half an 
Ho: ar. 1 went to his Hou fe, and drank Ten with him ard 
his Family and ſpoke plain to them. They receiv'd my 
Exhortation with Thankfulneſs, and faid, We have heard 
much of you, but never heard any of you before. Seve- 
ral of you have paſſed through the Town, and we won- 


der'd they never pre: ich d here. If you come again, we 


hope you wil! call and fes us. 1 gave them a Book, and 
retnrr?d to my Ne 
Next Mo. ning, at ore, the Drum beat for us to 
march, and we 555 to Darlington by nine. Here I was 
known to ſeveral 3 and, by them, made known to wa 
all the Town. LADY came to my Quarters to talk witl 


me; and others, eat for me. Whence: the Famine 5 


our N - T 6nd-the k People! dunger after the Word, as if 
there were no Bibles in the Nation. 

We reſted here on Sunday, and J had many to ſee me. 
When they heard what our Doctrine was, they cried, It 
is a Shame to. ſend a M. in for a Soldier for ſpeaking the 
Truth; for let all Men ſay What they wul, this is the 
Goſpe! of jæsus Cug18T. | 

In hs Evening one of the Officers came to me, and 
ſaid, Well, Sir, w)! 1 was you not at Church to-day ? 
Td d, I waz, Sir, and if you had been there, you 
mizht have {een me; for I never miſs going, when I 
have an Opportunity. Well, Sir, he added, have you 
preach'd ſiuce you came hither ; Not publickly yet, I 


'reply'd. He ſwore he wiſtt'd 1 would, that he might 
puniſh we ſeverely. But, Sir, (I told him) if you don't 


repent and Leave of that Habit of Swearing, you will 
be worſe puniſh'd than you are able to pur lin me. He 
ſaid, I wit! make you mind your Fuelock, and leave 
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off your Preaching. Y a, Sir, I anſer'd when I leave or 
Speaking. 

This was he that put me in Priſon at Ye for preach- 
ing. As Saul hunted Dawid, fo has this Man hunted 
my Soul; but I truſt the ſame Gop that deliver d David, 
will deliver me from crue! Men. 

I gave ſeveral Books away in this Town allo; which 
we left the next Morning. 

I was much ſurpriz'd. at the Good-nature of the Sol- 
diers in all this March, for I believed twenty offer'd to 
carry the Gun for me, and any thing elſe [ had. God, 
I found, agen me wonderfully in all theſe Trials ; 
for I could travel fifteen or twenty Miles faſting, as well 
as thoſe who eat and drink two or three Times by the 
way. Surely Man doth not live by Bread alone ; but the 
Lorn is the Strength of / rael; the Defender of all them 


that put their Truſt in him. O God, be thou my Guide 
unto Death. 


We got to Durham by nine on Monday; but, in our 
Way to Darlington, we had a River to croſs, and were 
oblig'd to wade rough it. The Day was very hot, fo 
that I had ſweat much,, and catch'd Cold immediately. 
I found myſelf moch out -of Order, when we got to Dur- 
ham, and defired I might lay down a little. Corporal 
I. lay down with me, and fell allcep. At rele, 1 
awak'd ſuddenly, as if ſome Man had call'd me, and ſaid 
to the Corporal I muſt go to the Market-place directly, for 
what I know not, neither which Way to go to it. Nor I, 
he ſaid ; but I will go with you, and we (an enquire 
the Way. Accordingly we did: and juſt as we got thi- 

ther, my Brother Weſtell was enquiring for me among 
the Soldiers. Well, faid Mr. J/——, I did never ſe 
ſuch a Thing in all my Life, that you ſhould thus awake, 
and come to meet your Friend the Minute he came to feel 
for you. | 

We were much comforted together, He told me 
that Mr. 7oë Wejley would be at Durham ſoon after 
four o'Clock. I gave Gop Thanks for that News. We 
went to a Common, about a Mile from the Town, and 
there we met Mr. 1 —. 1 Heart rejoic'd to ſee him; 


and 
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and great Reaſon have I to give GD Thanks that I ever 
ſay him, who was an oſt ument in Gop's Hands of 
plucking me as a Brand out of the Fire. And I have 
Found hin God's Meſenge: for my Good ever ſince. 

We came to the Sign of the Angel, and nad ſome 
Converſation together. He exhorted me to watch and 
pray; and did not doubt hut my Captivity would turn to 
the Glory of Goh, a and Fu:therance of the Goſpel. At 
ſix I went to anſwer my Call, and. Mr. . — went into 
the Minter. 


Afterwan ds I and Thomas Beard, my Fellow— priſoner,

met Mr. — and our Brother Errington, and went with 
them to the Inn and ftaid till nine. When we had 
pray'd together, we commended each other to the Grace 


of God, and 15 parted in Body, not in Spirit. 
Next Morning the Drum beat at one, and we were 


calPd up into the Market- place, and ca us'd to ſtand till 


three, and then march'd off for | Sunderland, Which we 
reach'd by nine. When we were brought up in the 


Town, 1 heard ſeveral of the Inhab jitants ſay to one 


another that is the A4. thodi/l mention'd in the News- 


papers; for his Look is not like other Mens. Om 


God, why am 1, and my Fellows, become Men that 
are woncei'd at. 

While we ſtood, a Landlord came to us, ard ſaid, Sir, 
I with you would 3 at roy Houſe; for I expect 
two, and ſhould be glad to have you for one, and whom 
you chuie for a Comrade. I choſe Coporal W— and 

aſk'd for the Billet as the Man deſir'd, but could not get 
it. But I believewe got the beſt Quarters we could have 
in Sundeiland. Thus. I fee, if we ack nowledge Gop in 
all our Ways, he will direct our Paths. 

When I went to Exercile, | had many came to ſee me, 
and fell in Diſcourſe with them, but could get no Hold 
of them; for they aflented and conſented o all 1 ſaid ; 
and were ſo full of what the World calls good Manners. 
that all I ſpoke was as written on the Sa ind; tho? I talk'd 
with them {everal Days, Yet fome, I truſt, will be mind- 
ful ok their everlaſting Welfare. 

On Sulurany Night [ was order'd to ſtand Centry 


on the Sunday ñfoll owing, and delir'd 1 might ſtand. 
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another Day, or pay for my Guard. I believe ten Men 
offer'd to ſtand for me, but all in vain: for the Enſign 
was the Officer of the Guard that Day; and he proteſted 
he would make me do it myſelf. I aſk'd, Sir, what 
have I done, that I can't have the ſame Liberty as ano- 
ther Man ? He anſwer'd, You love the Church too well; 
and I will keep you from it, and make them go who do 
not like to go. Keep me, O my Gov, from all Anger 
or Ill-will ; for this Man it ſet to prove me. I went to 
the Guard-houſe, and many came to talk with me; but 
I did not ftand Centry, till fix on Monday Morning. The 
Enſign's ſaying in the open Street, I ſhould not go to 
Church, becauſe I lov'd it, drew many of the People to 
me ; and will turn, I am perſuaded, to the Furtherance 
of the Goſpel, | 

The Week after, Mr. M— came. He had heard what 
the Enſign had done, and came to me, and afk'd me how 
I did; and ſaid, I am inform'd Mr. 4— binder'd vou 
from going to Church; but I will aflure you, you ſhall 
not be hinder'd again, as long as you are with us. 

J have found ſomething of Good in this Man ever ſince 
I knew him, He will hear Reaſon, and ſeems to make 
a Conſcience both of his Words and Actions. 

I was near an Hour in his Chamber, and he aſk'd me 
of the principal Points of our Doctrine. I made them 
as plain to him as J could, and he heard me with great 
Candour, and faid he had no Fault at all to find with 
it. He told me, The firſt Time that ever I ſaw you, I 
ſaw you was no Vagrant; but it would be a Scandal to 
all who were concern'd in ſending or receiving fuck an 
one; for the Act of Parliament does not reach ſuch as 
you. But the reft of the Oilicers ſaid they could not 
help it, for you was deliver'd to us as a Soldier by the 
Js, and they are the Rogues. No Sir, I anſwer'd 
the J—s are in no Fault, for I was never before one 
of them yet. He faid, Who ſent you then? I reply'd, 
tie Commiſſioners. What Evidence had they apainſt 
you? The Accuſation againſt me was, He. preache; to 
the Pecple, by the Conſtable's Deputy; and be alſo con- 
feſſed he knew no other Evil of me. Well, but the 
Act of Toleration clears you from that's being a Crime, 
What had you no Man to ſpeak for you ? Yes, 


ſe- 
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. 
veral were ready, but none were ſuffer'd to do it; 
neither were the Papers regarded which my honeſt 
Neighbours and Gentlemen ſent on my Behalf, For 
one of the Commiſſioners was the Par/on of our Pariſh, 
and he was the Evidence againft tne; and they laid they 
would hear no other, Nay, faid Mr. A. „it is no 
Wonder they treated you fo, if the Prieft was concern- 
ed; for they have been at the Head of all the Perſe- 
cutions for Religion which haye been fince the World 
began. I fee them ſo wicked, that I do not mind Re- 
ligion at all. But this is my Reli ion: I believe there 
is one Gon, and that Curisr his Son died for the 
World : and I ſtrive to do honeſtly to all Men: and to 
do a good turn to the Meaneſt, If I can. And ] think 
my Religion is better than theirs who preach one thing, 
and do another. For I have ſeen ſo much of them, that 
J will aſſure you, I would! hear you as ſoon as e 
the Land. 

He ſaid, 1 could like to read ſome of cur Books ; 
and I made him a Preſent of Az earne/t Appeal, and the 
Character of a Methed'ft. and the Sermon A wake thou that 
ſiecpeſt. He has told me ſince, that he has read, and 
hkes them well. | 

This Day he procur'd me a Furloww to go to Newcaſtle 
for ſeven Days: and I found I did not go up without 
the Lord; for my Soul, and thoſe of the Feople, were 
re freſn'd with the Love of Gop. Several of the Soldiers 
came to hear me preach, and gave great Attention to 
the Things which were ſpoken. I found great Freedom 
to ſoeak to the Children, whom Gop has call'd out of 
the Evil World, to ſerve him in this Place. Watch over 
them, O my Gop, for good, and be thou their Guide 
unto Death. 

On T ugday my Time was out to go back, I preach'd 
at Painſbce, in the Aiternoon, to an attentive Congre- 


gation, and got to Sznderland by ſeven at Nit. This 


Week I receiv'd a Letter from Mr. C—I1W—, that the 
E. of S. had aſſur'd the L. H—, that I ſhould be ſet 
at Liberty in a few Days. I ſaid, The Loxb hath not 
forgotten to be gracious, for he hath taken my Cauſe 
in Hand, and it ſhall turn to his Glory; for he alone 
hath done the Work, when all human Means had 

| ſeem'd 
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ſeem'd to fail. My Enemies cry'd, we have made his 
Bonds ſlrong, and none can deliver him out of our Snare; 
for we have put it out of the Officer's Power to diſcharge 
him ſor apy Price. Lord, I beſcech thee, open their 
Eyes, and let them fee. the Snare which Satan hath laid 
for their Souls, and cicape by ſpeedy Repentance, and 
Faith in tay Blood. 

This Week I was much out of Health by the Surfeit 
J got in marching. ; 
blooded. The Weck following l was fent for by the 
Captain to the Storehouſe; and he inſiſted on my go- 
Ing, tho? | was ſo ill. When 1 came there, he and three 
more Officers came, and aſk'd me how 1 did. I told 
them; ard they ſaid, Here is a good Coat for you, to 
keep you from Cold, that you may recover your Health. 
I aid. ] have Coats enough, if that woe do, I need 
none of yours. They fat x T hey would make me wear 
it, and all the other Cloathing belonging to a Soldier. 
TJanſwer'd, you may array me as a Man of War, but I 
ſtall never fight. They ad, What is your Reaſon ? 
And my Anſwer was, I cannot ſee any Thing in this 
World worth fighting For: I want elite its Riches nor 
Honours but the Houo that cometh from Gop only. 
I regard 3 its Smiles nor its Frowns 3 and having no 
Envnck in it but to get well out of it. 

Then they order'd the 8025 ant to pull off my Coat, 
and put a fed one on me. When he had done it, they 
turn'd me round and hee over me. Il 5 you 
tec the Scrip: ture cannot be brok Bi where. it faith, / 
1hey ao this FL, the green Tree CE, d H. a ill {/ 4 fo int! He 4 y © 
What do you mean by that, they a 1 0 ? and J anſwer'd, 
The Soldiers took Jxs us, and flriffhed Lim, aud puta Scarlet 
Rete as him, aud meocted him, as you have treated 
me, his Servant, this Day, for peak in o his W ords. He 
indced hath the greater ee Wee deli vei'd 
me into; gur Hands; but I pray Go give you all. 
Theſe Words turn'd cheir e ne 200 Behaviour 
towards me, and one of them labour'd from that Time to 
find ſome Way tor me to be ſet at Hen erty. 

During my three Weeks Iilneſe, mariy of the Brethren 
and Siſters ftom Nearcaſſie, Biest and Painſber, came 
to ſee me, and GOD was pleas'dat that Time to give ſome 
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the Knowledge of Salvation by the Remiſſion of their 
Sins; and to comfort all ou: Hearts with his Love. O 
may we ever keep his Cemmandments, that we may 
continue in his Love even as he hath kept his Father's 
Commandments, and continu'd in his Love. 

On Friday, July 27, John Graham of Sunderland 
came to me with an open Letter in his Hand, and ſaid, 


Come, my Friend, I have good News for thee. Gop 


hath heard the Prayers of the People in thy Behalf, and 
ſent thee Deliverance, Here, read this Letter, which 
the Major hath lent to the Captain on thy Account. Tt 
was on this wiſe, “ TI have receiv'd an Ordet from the 
Earl of S. to diſcharge Jen Nelſon, who was preſt 
from Bi- r/tal, in the Weſt⸗ riding of Zerg hire. There- 
fore, take his Atms and Cloathing from him which he 
has receiv'd, and let me know if he has had any Pay 
fince he came, and ſend him to me with a Furlow.” 
Accordingly I deliver'd all Things I had belonging to 
them, to Lieutenant M. who ſaid, He was glad that I 
was to be eren and wiſn'd me well whereſoever I 
went, I had a Furlow given me, and ſet out in the Af- 
ternoon with ſome that were came from ONS. to 
fee m2; and got there by ſeven. 

All the Society gave Gov Thanks on my Behalf, as 
ſoon as they ſaw me; for they had Knowledge of my 
Deliverance before I had. N rt we J went to the 
Mzjor*'s Q%arters about nine. When Thad waited about 
an Hour, I was order'd to come at half an Hour paſt 
eleven; I did fo, and waited another Hour. Then the 
Major call'd to me, and bad me come at half an Hour 
after two, and he would ſpeak to me. I came again 
as he order'd me, and when I had ſtaid near an Hour, 
one of the Captains calPd me, and ſaid, the Major is 
gone to dine with the Mayor of the Town, and you 
will hardly ſee him to-night; but you will be ſure to 


find him to-morrow Morning. told him that would 


not do ſor me; for my Buſineſs was not to be done on 
the Sabbath. 

Near ſix in the Evening, I ſaw the Major 70 along 
the Street, and follow'd him to his Lodgings. He ſaid, 
I have an Order from the Lord S— to diſcharge you. 
Ile ſent for the Adjutant, and order'd him to bring 
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two printed Diſcharges with him. He came, and three 
more of the Officers with him, and fill'd up the Diſ— 
charge. When he had done, he faid, I wiſh all the 


Men in our Regiment would behave as well as Mr. Ne!/- 


en has done ſince he came among us, it would be much 


better for us, and „them too. Then our Lieutenant 
ſaid, Indeed he has done much Good fince he came a- 
mong us; for we have not one third of the Curing 
and Swearing in the Regiment, which we had before 
he came. And he has given me ſeveral private Exhor- 
. - . 11. ] 2 
tations, and ſome of their Books; and I thank him for 
them, and his Advice, for it 13 good. Then the Major 


ſaid, I with I had a Regiment of ſuch Men as he is in 


all reſpects, ſave that one, his refuſing to fight: I 


would not care what Enemy I had to meet, or where 
my Lot was caſt.— Sir, if you fear Goo, I ſaid, you 
have no necd to fear any Thing elſe: for they that 
fear him depart from Evil, and ſeek to do his Will, and 
not their own, They know that in his Hand are the 
Iſſues of Life and Death; therefore they fear not him 


that can kill the Body only, but him that can deſtroy 


both Soul and Body in Hell, And every one that 
has this Fear is truly wiſe; but he that dares commit 
Sin, his Wiſdom is the Fooliſhneſs of Folly; for he 
is pulling Deſtruction on his own Head, and fitting 
himſelf for the Fuel of Hell Fire. But he that is wiſe 
unto Salvation, is bold as a Lion, and is more noble 
than to contend for the Honour which cometh of Men. 
For having Bread to eat, and Raiment to put on, he 
knows that is all this World can afford him. Fe pi- 
ties the great Ones of the Earth, who feeds on Huſt, 
and can be content with the empty Title of Right Ho- 
nourabic ; while, by Sin, they debaſe themſelves even 
down to Hell. But by theſe Things the God of this 
World Blinds their Eyes, fo that very few of them ſee 
the Way to Heaven, as it is pointed out in the Word of 


Go. 


Well, ſaid the Major, if you are fo ſcrupulous about 


Fighting, what muſt we do? I anſwer'd, It is your 


Trade, and if you had a better it might be better ior 
you. But ſomebody, he reply'd, muſt fight. I ſaid, If 
all Men lived by Faith in the Son of Gop, Wars yur 
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| be at an End. That is true, he anſwer'd, if it was fo, 
we ſhould learn War no more. , 


But there is one Thing I defire to know of you; 
tell me, do you make your Sermons ready before you 
go to preach, or do you ſpeak off hand? * I do not 


ſtudy what to ſay, but ſpeak as the Spirit of Gop en- 


ables me.” Well, ſaid he, I cannot tell what you 
mean by the Spirit of Gop. The more is the Pity, I 
anſwer'd, that you ſhould have liv'd ſo long in the 
World, and know nothing of Gop yet. For we do not 
know Gop, but by his own Spirit given unto us; 
and til we have receiv'd that Spirit, we are without 
Gop in the World. And no Man can have this 
Gift and not know it; for thus faith the Lord Jesus, 
At tha! Day ye fhall know that I am in my Father, and 
you in me, and I in you. So if Gop be true, we mult 
know that C:rIisT is in us, or we ate none of his. 
For as many as are led by the Spirit of Gop, they are 
the Sons of Gop. Bat if any Man have not the Spirit 
of CHRIST, he is none of his. He is no Chriſtian, no 
more than a TJ or a Pagan is, unleſs he has the ſame 
Spirit which rais'd CRRIS T from the Dead, to raiſe 
him in this World from the Death of Sin.

of you from your Iniquities. Then ſhall we meet an- 
other Day to part no more. The Major faid, I wiſh 
you well wherever you go; for ] believe you Mol ho- 
diffs are well-meaning People; and ſo faid they all. 
I. gave them a Book, And took my Leave of them.
